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Historian talks about Holocaust 


Temple Emanuel of Andover will 
observe Yom Hashoah, a Holocaust 
commemoration service, Tuesday, 
April 9, at 7:30 p.m. in the temple sanc- 
tuary. 

This day is set aside to remember 
the 6 million Jews who were murdered 
in Nazi concentration death camps 
during World War II. 

Dr. Paul Bookbinder, associate pro- 
fessor of history at the University of 
Massachusetts at Boston, will speak on 
“Adolf Eichmann and Hans Oster: The 
Perpetrator and the Resister.” 

Adolf Eichman, a lieutenant colonel 
in the SS and head of the Jewish 
Bureau, was responsible for uprooting 


the Jews of eastern Europe from their 

homes, placing them in ghettos and - 
transporting them to Nazi concentra- 

tion camps. 

Hans Oster, a lieutenant general in 
the German Army, was a key member 
of the German resistance movement 
from 1933 until his capture as a traitor 
in 1944. He was part of the group that 
plotted to assassinate Adolf Hitler. The 
Nazis hung Mr. Oster in April 1945, 
only days from the end of the war. 

Dr. Bookbinder will explore how 
each of these two key men had a dra 
matic impact on the Holocaust and 
their roles for in saving and taking 
thousands of lives.

When Will the Recovery Start?” He 
will focus on the national and New 
England economy 

Mr. Ayers will also address the long 
term effects of the recession, when the 
recovery will start and who will lead 
the way — business or the consumer 

The economy deteriorated sharply 
across the country in the past few 
months. Massachusetts suffered more 
in February with its jobless rate soar 
ing to 9.3 percent, its highest in more 
than eight years 

“We have a good chance of topping 


10 percent soon,” predicts Mr. Ayers. 
But despite the high unemployment 
figures, most analysts believe the 
nation’s recession will end by the mid- 
dle of the year. 

The combined effect of lower inter- 
est rates, lower oil prices and building 
consumer confidence will be enough to 
revive the national economy relatively 
quickly, they say 

“A pickup in the national economy 
is necessary, but not sufficient condi- 
tion, for our own pickup in Mas 
sachusetts,” Mr. Ayers said. “The New 
England economy will emerge from the 
recession about six months later than 
the country as a whole.” 

The economy still faces problems, 
including a credit crunch and the 
deficit, he said

Talk features 
Andover’s waterways 


By Virginia Lopez Begg 

Andover’s waterways are the subject of 
the Andover Historical Society’s morning 
coffee program Tuesday, April 9, from 9:30 
to 11:30 a.m. All are invited to enjoy home- 
made refreshments by Doris Newton and 
Mildred West and to hear the tale of the 
many ponds, streams and rivers that mark 
Andover’s landscape. There is no fee for the 
program. 

A bird’s eye view of the town shows what 
a well-watered location the early settlers 
chose. Jan Henderson, Bernice Haggerty, 
Ruth Sharpe and Ruth Sherwood will 
describe some of the important rivers and 
ponds that have shaped life in Andover 
down the centuries. They will mention not 
only how these waterways have affected 
people living here, but also how people have 
affected the various bodies of water. 

The mighty Merrimack attracted native 
Americans long before the period of Euro 
pean migration but colonists were quick to 
appreciate the river’s value as well, 
although it was not navigable to the sea 
ibove Haverhill. The Shawsheen played an 
important role in the town’s history, both as 
a source of power for mills and as a recre 
itional area. Seemingly well-tamed as it 
passes through the center of town, it retains 
the ability to wreak havoc, as residents in 
low-lying area can attest, especially during 
the great storm of 1936 

Andover’s ponds have long provided 
townspeople with drinking water. In former 
days, they also supplied ice not only locally 
but to far-distant states, as ice was cut and 
exported to many areas. Pomp’s Pond is 
today the town “swimming hole.” Listeners 
at the morning coffee will learn about 
Pomp, one of Andover’s early black resi 
dents, after whom the pond is named. Man’s 
effects on town waterways include dams, 
such as the one at Deer Jump Reservation 
The speakers will recount the reasons why 
such dams were built and describe the 
Underwater Geological Survey. 

Andover's history is full of interesting 
glimpses into the past. The Andover Histori 
cal Society offers a variety of programs, 
such as the morning coffees chaired by Bar 
bara Loomer, to acquaint visitors with our 
rich heritage. Accredited by the American 
Association of Museums, the Andover His- 
torical Society, 97 Main St., is open Monday 
through Friday 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. and Wednes 
days evenings until 8:30.

“T think by the second week I was here I 
had already been psyched up to dislike 
Exeter intensely,” he said through a smile 
that softened the intimidating edges of his 
goatee 

The goatee is the only noticeable hair on 
his head. Mr. Modeste prefers to sport a no 
hair hairstyle that gets a touch up shave 
before each match 

“Now the only trouble is my whole 
wardrobe is blue and white. I don’t think I 
own anything red or green,” Mr. Modeste 
joked, referring to the red of Exeter and 
green of another rival, Deerfield Academy. 

Today Mr. Modeste is dressed in blue 
sweatpants and a white Phillips Andover 
short-sleeve shirt with the word “coach” 
and the year 1986 (the year he began coach 
ing at Phillips) stitched in blue. 

“I was overwhelmed when I first came 
here for interviews for the football and bas 
ketball coaching jobs,” he said. “I was 
blown away by the size of this school, but I 
was also impressed with how friendly the 
people were and how very welcoming and 
kind they were,” Mr. Modeste said. 

He also added “forgiving” and “patient,” 
recalling a story about his second day on 
the job. He had never before played lacrosse 
but his predecessor and athletic director at 
that time, Paul Kilkstein, took him down to 
the lacrosse field to help coach the team 

“T had never picked up a lacrosse stick 
before. | tried to throw the ball and I ended 
up hitting Paul Kilkstein in the head,” he 
said. “He wasn't mad, but I wanted to crawl 
away and hide.” 

As athletic director he’s in charge of the 
school's entire sports program, including 
hiring staff. Though Mr. Modeste’s football 
record and other sports team records are 
impressive, he refuses to take all the credit 
“I have a great staff. I couldn't do every 
thing I do without the support they give 
me,” he said 

His responsibilities don’t end when he 
leaves his office or walks off the playing 
field. He and his wife, Marlys, are house 
counselors at Phillips’ largest dormitory 
They have “44 fine young lads” under their 
wing, he said with mock seriousness that 
left no doubt of genuine warmth 

“You miss out on a lot if you don’t do the 
dorm experience here at Andover,” he said 

“There is a lot of surrogate parenting 
and your doorbell rings at all hours of the 
day and night, but I really enjoy it,” Mr. 
Modeste said 

One morning recently, Mr. Modeste’s 
door bell rang especially early - 5:15, A girl 
on the swim team had forgotten her suit in 
the locker room and the team was getting 
ready to board a bus. He got up, went down 
to the gym and unlocked the building. 

“You really have to love kids to do this 
job,” he said. 

When looking at applicants to fill posi- 
tions, Mr. Modeste said he first asks people 
what they did as teen-agers. 

“If you want to hire someone who will 
work well with kids ask them what they did 
as teen-agers. 

“If | can find someone who worked at a 
day camp, who baby-sat - you know, kid- 
people, I'd hire them over someone with a 
dozen degrees who wasn’t a kid-person,” he 
said. 

So, what did Leon Modeste do as a teen- 
ager? He worked with kids through the 
YMCA programs in downtown Brooklyn. 
He got involved with the YMCA when he 
was about 6 years old and stayed active 
with the programs in some capacity until 
he was about 25.. os 


este said of his childhood 

“Cross-town busing had started and the 
downtown Brooklyn Y was a magnet Y for a 
lot of different kinds of people. It drew kids 
from all different neighborhoods. Even 
though it was a time of great racial tension 
| remember there wasn't as much tension at 
the Y 

‘| think the basic reason was that we 
were all there by choice to play ball, go on 
trips or to see movies,” he said. 

Athletics and the arts, said Mr. Modeste, 
are the two best ways he knows of to get 
people from different backgrounds togeth 
er 

“It's because they get rid of the excess 
baggage and leave the trappings of stereo 
types they've been taught. On the playing 
field or on the stage they combine their tal 
ents toward a common goal,” he said 

Mr. Modeste said he found the same to 
be true when he attended Brooklyn’s presti 
gious private Poly Prep school on scholar- 
ship in the early 1970s. It was there he met 
and became friends with fellow Phillips 
teacher Lou Bernieri 

“We were both there on scholarship and 
were co-captains (football) our senior year. 
I was the only black guy on the team, but it 
didn’t seem to matter. We all seemed to get 
along on the baillfield,” he said. 

From Poly Prep Mr. Modeste earned a 
football scholarship to Springfield College, 
where he graduated in 1977. Before coming 
to Andover he was athletic director at St. 
Ann’s School in Brooklyn Heights where he 
met his wife. They were married 18 months 
ago. 

When he moved to Andover to teach and 
coach in 1985, she succeed him at St. Ann’s 
as athletic director. 

It was his high school friend Bernieri 
who encouraged him to apply for the job at 
PA. 

“I had been at St. Ann’s for about six 
years I guess, and I was beginning to get 
restless,” Mr. Modeste said. 

Restlessness is something that hasn't set 
in during his five-year tenure at Andover. 
He said he still feels the “vibrance” of 
Phillips he-experienced the first day he

can see them taking it all in and in some 
cases kind of being overwhelmed by it all. 

“1 tell them not to stretch themselves too 
thin when they first get here. Especially the 
ninth- and tenth-graders. There is some 
thing to do every minute of every day 
Every hour can be used up if you don't 
know how to say no,” he said. 

Mr. Modeste said he finds himself being 
a link between some Phillips students who 
come from the inner city and the prep 
school population as a whole. Approximate 
ly 10 percent of both the academy's student 
body and staff are minorities, but Mr. Mod 
este is quick to point out that the word 
“tokenism” doesn't wash at PA. 

“The best and the brightest is what the 
school is always talking about when they 
describe the school. Even if they made a 
mistake and hired or admitted a minority 
person who couldn't cut it here, I think that 
person would know it before the adminis- 
tration realized it had made a mistake. 

“Someone who didn’t fit in here, black or 
white, wouldn't be able to handle it here. 
It’s demanding. They would be exposed and 
want to leave before they were ever forced 
out,” he said. 

Mr. Modeste believes the mix of people 
from different backgrounds is one of 
Phillips Academy's greatest assets. He also 
believes his background and life experi- 
ences compliment the staff. 

Because the school offers so much 
dorm rooms, dining halls and recreating 
opportunities - Mr. Modeste said it’s easy to 
remain on campus from morning to night. 
And that isn’t necessarily good, he said. 

“It's easy to forget what it’s like out 
there. There are some harsh realities for 
kids who remain insulated and are then 
thrown into life,” Mr. Modeste said. 

“The real world isn't the Andover cam- 
pus, It's important for these kids to get out 
and see the world. And I don’t mean Europe 
or the Cayman Islands. 

“What I'm talking about is Lawrence 
and Boston or Brooklyn. Those experiences 
and the_people they. meet.are going to be the 
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deal with when they leave school,” he said 

Mr. Modeste believes his perspective on 
the balance between adolescence at Phillips 
Andover and preparation for the “real” 
world, both in the classroom and the play- 
ing field, is an asset he brings to the 
school’s staff. 

“If I don’t loose my edge I feel I can bring 
a sense of directness to Phillips. Sometimes 
I'm my own worse enemy and I put my foot 
in my mouth, but I try not to skirt the 
issues,” he said. 

“Sometimes, especially with academic 
people, the language can get too flowery 
You know, they can tell you you're fired 
without ever saying you're fired,” he said. 

His no-nonsense attitude is well known 
to his students. During a physical education 
class he taught earlier this year on sexual 
education and awareness, Mr. Modeste told 
a student to leave the room because of inap 
propriate language the student used to refer 
to homosexuals 
“I threw him out of class because of the 
insensitive language he used to talk about 
people who have different lifestyles than 
his own. 

“It wasn't necessarily his fault. He was 
using words he had always heard growing 
up. I just wanted to let him know that just 
because he had become used to hearing 
those words that didn’t make it right to 
keep on using them,” he said 

After a relatively short period of time, 
Mr. Modeste said he and that student were 
able to talk about the incident and come to 
an understanding about tolerance of indi 
viduals who are different 

“We talked and I really think I got 
through to the kid.” Tolerance is something 
the Phillips Academy administration, staff 
and student body strives to achieve, said 
Mr. Modeste. The school is considered by 
many a liberal alternative to other prep 
schools. 

“Another incident where I really think | 
was able to help was a situation involving 
interracial dating. These two students came 
to me because they were really crushed by 
the negative response they were getting 
from their parents,” he said. 

The students approached him because 
they thought he'd understand, because his 
wife is white and they must have gone 
through similar situations, Mr. Modeste 
said. 

“We've been through some deals of our 
own,” Mr. Modeste said of his own relation- 
ship. 

“1 asked them if they felt they were 
doing the right thing and if they were hap- 
py and how important was it that other peo- 
ple didn’t approve,” he said. 

“Kids are so resilient. A lot of people 
don’t realize that or give kids enough credit 
to learn from their experiences.” 

Mr. Modeste said he finds athletics to be 
an excellent learning opportunity for kids. 

“You're on a bus coming home after 
you've lost a game and the kids aren't 
down. They're talking about the next game 
or spring sports,” he said. 

He said that’s pretty much how he -feels 
about being athletic director. Each day has 
its positive and negative times. If the day 
begins getting you down, think about all the 
good things to look forward to. 

“It’s like the end of a Gary Cooper film. 
He’s riding off into the sunset after a big 
ordeal and you're saying to yourself, ‘Hey, 
that wasn’t all that bad,’” Mr. Modeste said. 

In a Leon Modeste film, his sunset 
would include coaching a college football 
team at the Rose Bowl or maybe a basket- 
ball team’ inthe final four; but for now, 
“everything is going just great.”

Selectmen Monday night withdrew 
the $300,000 road maintenance override 
proposal from the Town Meeting war 
rant before residents ever had a chance 
to vote on it. 

The board voted 3-2 to withdraw the 
article during a brief meeting prior to 
the start of Town Meeting. James 
Barenboim, Larry Larsen and Charles 
Wesson voted for withdrawal. 

“Given the economic times, I don't 
feel this is the year to have an over- 
ride,” Mr. Barenboim said 


Gerald Silverman and William 
Downs voted against withdrawal, but 
only Mr. Downs spoke in favor of keep 
ing the override on the warrant and let 
ting the voters deal with it. 

The proposal would have been a one 
time capital expenditure exclusion and 
the money would have been used for 
road repair, 

Bob McQuade, public works direc 
tor, told selectmen he didn’t want the 
override because it wasn't enough 
money to do the job right, yet residents 
would still expect all the potholes to be 


funds were available 

“It'll cost a heck of a lot more money 
to reinstate those positions and it will 
take years to rebuild what's lost.” he 
said 

But Aubrey Stewart, 6 Shepley St., 
wasn't convinced more money would 
make a better school system. He also

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
and members of the board of 
trustees of Memorial Hall Library 
should bend over backwards to 
comply with Town Meeting’s wish- 
es. 

At Monday’s session of Town 
Meeting, residents voted to keep 
the library open Sundays, from 2 to 
5 p.m. In cutting to meet the town 
manager’s budget, Nancy Jacobson, 
library director, felt she had to cut 
the Sunday hours, thereby saving 
$33,000 a year. 

But town meeting made it clear 
residents want those Sunday hours. 
They said they will trade hours 
Monday morning for Sunday’s. 

While we understand Ms. Jacob- 
son's task is a no-win and very diffi 
cult situation, we point out that the 
library belongs to the public. The 
director says it is unfair to ask the 
staff to work every Sunday when it 
is paid the usual rate and not over- 
time for weekend hours. Currently, 
before cuts, the staff rotates work- 
ing Sundays but with fewer staff, 
those who work Sundays would 
have to work every Sunday. 

There are other problems associ 
ated with Sunday hours. The 
Andover library is the host of the 
area lending consortium and if this 
library closes Monday, that could 
pose problems for other libraries. 

We are glad Ms. Jacobson has 
said she will try to work with what 
the public wants. Some Andover 
residents are not sure Memorial 
Hall Library exists for them and is 
open and friendly to patrons. 

This is the library’s chance to 
show it wants to serve its patrons. 
Andover loves its library. Sunday’s 
three hours are among the most 
used all week. We hope that will 
continue to be true.

ular song, “Tie a Yellow Ribbon ‘Round 
the Old Oak Tree.” Actually, though, it 
is possible to trace this and related tra- 
ditions back much farther. 

One example of an earlier reference 
to the yellow-ribbon theme is the song 
“Around Her Neck She Wore a Yellow 
Ribbon,” which was popular with cav- 
alrymen in the American west in the 
late 19th century. It speaks of a young 
woman who wore the yellow ribbon as 
a sign of faithfulness to her lover, who 
was “far, far away.” 


An older English folk song tells of 


another young woman who wore a 
“green willow” for the sanfe reason 
(this time around her hat). This in turn 
recalls the custom of “wearing the wil 
low” as a token of mourning. The wil 
low, or weeping willow, has of course 
been associated with sorrow and 
remembrance for centuries — just look 
at the gravestones in any New England 
cemetery. 

This is amateur scholarship, but 1 
think it provides at least a partial

Editor, Townsman: 

One day last week the red house on 
the south corner of Chestnut and Bart 
let streets, which I once called “home,” 
was standing. The next, it had van 
ished. That house had a long and hon 
orable history of which I Knew only six 
years 

It was back in 1925, over 65 years ago 
that, fresh out of college, I first came to 
work and live in Andover 

Jobs were scarce that year but 
Philip Cole, manager of the Andover 
Press on the corner of Main and Chest 
nut streets, had hired me. In those days 
the Press consisted of the print shop, 
the bookstore and the Andover Towns 
man, all in the same building. 

My job was to work for the print 
shop, which produced numerous col 
lege yearbooks and, incidentally, to 
write the paper’s editorials as ratio 
nales for Mr. Cole’s prior conclusions. 
That wasn't much fun but it was good 
discipline. Bessie Goldsmith was the 
paper’s sole writer. 

I reported for work on a Monday 
morning in early July, suitcase in 
hand, having just arrived in town by 
train. At the first opportunity, I asked 
Nellie Farmer, the eidest in the office, 
if she knew where I| might find a room. 
Without hesitation, she mentioned her 
friend, Lucy Gibson, at 33 Chestnut, a 


short block away. 

Come lunchbreak, I presented 
myself to Mrs. Gibson for her approval. 
She showed me her attic room with a 
closet, bed, bureau and two chairs. The 
rent was $3 a week. I accepted the 
terms and she accepted the new tenant. 

Except for excessive heat in the 
summer, my six years in the attic at 
“33” were pleasant; the Gibsons did me 
the special favor of bringing in from 
the porch early each morning and 
refrigerating a pint of milk, which was 
my only breakfast. 

Since I knew no one in town except 
Press employees, I was glad to make 
the acquaintance of two other roomers 
with whom I took long Sunday after- 
noon walks. 

About four years after my arrival, 
the Gibsons bought a smaller house on 
Chestnut Street, closer to Main, which 
was later torn down to make a parking 
lot for the Andover Co-op. They hoped I 
would move to their new quarters, but 
I was reluctant to pack my bags. When 
the Fergusons, new owners of “33,” told 
me I could stay with them, I was 
relieved. I occupied that attic until the 
Depression year of 1931 when I got 
married. 

After our honeymoon to the Italian 
Alps where I was born, where did we 
settle down? On good old Chestnut 
Street, of course, in a new house at 
number 80 and I have proudly lived 
near Chestnut Street ever since 
because it is a neighborhood with a 
host of wonderful neighbors. 

After your wanderings, Andover 
Townsman, welcome back to the good 
old Chestnut Street area where you 
had settled back in 1906, 85 years ago. 
You will like it there. I did

It should be mandatory reading for 
everyone in the school system. Her 
statement that teachers don’t “have to 
teach simple things in a complicated 
way, so everyone might end up learn 
ing a lot more and remembering it” is 
so great that I'm embarrassed that I 
didn't think of it myself during the 
many times that I have had confer 
ences with the team teachers of my 
children. 

I attended the North Andover public 
school system 35 years ago. In my 
eighth-grade classes there were 47 stu- 
dents and one teacher with no aide. 
The class was heterogeneous. Slight 
learning disabilities were never a prob- 


lem because it was recognized that 
everyone had a potential even if it 
wasn't going to be in the academic 
world. 

Oddly enough, I believe that I 
received a better education than my 
children are getting. We had Padeia 
seminars but we didn’t have to have an 
expensive consultant to come in to 
instruct the English teacher how to do 
it. It was the way English literature 
was taught. Interdisciplinary projects 
were not invented yet, thank goodness, 
my parents wouldn't have survived 
them. Yet, we were encouraged to be 
informed on local issues. I still remem 
ber having to write the pros and cons 
on fluoridation of the town’s water sup- 
ply. 

Now that money is tight for every 
one, it is a good time for the school sys 
tem to come up with some really inge- 
nious schemes for a good basic educa 
tion that does not pressure students 
beyond their limits and creates a hap 
py environment in the school con 
ducive to learning. Perhaps they could 
hire Sky Sloane as a consultant. She 
would be a bargain after the other 
ways the school system has spent mon 
ey.

I’ve 
known Dick since 1973 and his 
record, as well as his football 
knowledge, made it clear he 
deserved to be in the Hall now.” 

Among the others inducted 
while active are longtime Dra 
cut High coach Ed Murphy (46 
years) and Lexington’s Bill 
Tighe 

“T told Eddie I used to watch 
‘his games when | was a kid,” 
joked Collins, who is good 
friends with the Dracut legend 
“T used to walk along behind 
him and tug at his coat.”

Joe Marinaro remembers the 
craziness beginning in late 
September and building to a 
crescendo sometime after the 
first of the year. 

“Tt all started slowly, got hec- 
tic about two weeks into the sea- 
son, and became worse after I 
sent out 10 or 11 tapes to differ- 
ent schools,” he recalled. 

As the football season pro- 
zressed the Andover High 
senior received “tons of letters” 
from coaches and recruiters and 
was answering “six or seven 
phone calls every night” from 
those same people. 

Such is the life of a coveted 
high school football star. 

Marinaro was the subject of 
the most intense recruiting 
campaign ever waged for an 
Andover gridder, one that 
brought legendary Penn State 
Coach Joe Paterno to the Mari- 
naro home on Bellevue Road for 
an in-person visit and didn’t 
cool off until Big Joe announced 
his intention to attend the Uni 
versity of Michigan several 
weeks ago. 

Over the years several And- 
over football players have gone 
to major Division 1 colleges. 

Dave Nardone was a punter 
at Florida and had a profession 
al tryout, quarterback Dan 
Welch attended Duke Universi- 
ty and played on special teams 
for the Blue Devils, and Mike 
Marinaro is one of several AHS 
graduates to be successful at 
Boston College. 

Dave Bennett was a top run 
ning back for the Eagles and lat 
er had a brief stint in the NFL. 
Gerry Stabile enjoyed an excel 
lent collegiate career as a defen 
sive back, and recent Andover 
players Brandon McCue and 
John Thompson are current BC 
prospects. 

But none received the atten- 
tion directed at Joe Marinaro, 
who was rated one of the 
nation’s finest high school line- 
men by an independent scout- 
ing bureau. 

“By late December and early 
January the whole thing was 
really getting to be a pain,” said 
Marinaro honestly. 

“Joe handled the pressure 
and publicity well,” said head 
football Coach Dick Collins. “He 
kept his head on his shoulders, 
put everything in perspective 
and didn’t let the distractions 
disrupt his play or the team’s 
performance. 

“I developed a tremendous 
amount of respect and admira- 
tion for Joe the way he handled

the situation.” 

In fact, the more the notori 
ety grew the better the 6'3”, 273- 
pound two-way tackle played. 

“From the middle of his 
senior year on, the last five or 
six games, Joe matured tremen- 
dously as a player,” said 
Collins. 

The Marinaro Saga 

The Marinaro saga began 

five years ago when father 
Jiuseppe, a retired clothes 
designer for Ralph Lauren and 
the Polo Outlet, moved the fami- 
ly to Andover from Madison, 
New Jersey (a 20-minute ride 
from Newark). 

Joe has two sisters, Linda 
and Teresa, and is “baby broth 
er” to former Dayton University 
gridder Tony and current 
Boston College standout middle 
guard Mike. 

Tony Marinaro, who 
bypassed Villanova for Dayton 
when the Wildcats dropped foot 
ball, is 6’3" , 290 pounds and 
Mike goes 6'3”, 270 pounds. 

By contrast, Giuseppe Mari 
naro stands about 5'7” and 
weighs about 150 pounds soak- 
ing wet. 

Joe was in seventh grade 
when the family moved to And- 
over, and didn’t play his first 
organized football game until 
ninth grade when he weighed in 
at a “scrawny” 167 pounds. 

“I've gained about 30-40 
pounds every year since then,” 
he noted 

Joe also had no ardent desire 
to be a big-time college football 
player until “I was in 10th grade 
and saw what happened to my 
brother when he went to BC.” 

“Joe Marinaro was not a sur- 
prise to us,” said Collins. “After 
having Mike on the team we 
knew ‘Little Joey’ would not 
always be ‘Little Joey.’ If he’d 
been the first in the family to 
come along it would have been 
different, but the expectations 
are lifted when there are two 
older brothers like Tony and 
Mike.” 

Joe quelled many of the 
phone calls and letters by nar- 
rowing his choices to 12 schools 
in early December, the elite 
dozen including Penn State, 
Michigan State, Syracuse, 
Boston College, Colorado, Fiori- 
da, Miami, Florida State, lowa 
and Michigan.

Zoning articles nixed 


Two controversial zoning articles 
were voted down 

One would have allowed conve 
nience stores in areas zoned Industrial 
D, a use not currently allowed in such 
an area. This article was submitted on 
behalf of a property owner who wanted 
to build a convenience store on a lot off 
River Road, but would have affected 
areas off Dascomb Road and in the 
Shawsheen area near the North 
Andover line 


The second article would have 
rezoned an area off Frontage Road 
from Single Residence C to Industrial 


D. The article was turned down. 
despite recommended approval from 
the Planning Board. 

Proponents of the article said 
approval would have allowed for the 
expansion of Vicor Corp., at 23 
Frontage Road. 

The owners of the Vicor Property 
and of the adjacent land targeted for 
rezoning had a deal to double the size 
of Vicor’s present building if the article 
passed, according to Andrew Caffrey 


Jr., attorney for Paul Bruk, owner of 


the Vicor property. That could have 
greatly increased tax revenues for the 
town, according to Mr. Caffrey. 


But residents of the area knocked 
down the proposal. They argued that 
traffic would be increased and that the 
residential area had already been com- 
promised by previous zoning changes. 

The article needed a two-thirds 
majority for approval and lost by gain- 
ing only 187 votes in favor and 180 
against. 


Water extension denied 


Residents voted against a $450.000 
extension to the town water service 
along Salem Street and Jenkins Road 

The article was overwhelmingly 
crushed after several residents com 
plained that the betterments assessed 
for the work would have forced them to 
move out of town.

Road, is free on her own recognizance, 
but could face up to 2 1/2 years in a 
house of correction if convicted on the 
charge, according to Stephen O'Connell 
of the Essex County district attorney's 
office. 

According to court documents, Ms. 
Bernard is undergoing psychiatric 
treatment as a result of the Dec. 26, 
1990, incident. 

On that day Andover police were 
summoned to her home where they 
were told they could find the newborn 
in the family’s station wagon. Accord- 
ing the assistant district attorney’s 
office, Ms. Bernard's parents rushed 
her to Lahey Clinic in Burlington 
where they then called the police after 
learning she had given birth to a baby 
within the last two. hours. 


Andover Detective Don Pattullo 
found the newborn in the family’s car. 
The baby was rushed to Lawrence Gen 
eral Hospital where she was treated for 
hypothermia. Her temperature had 
dropped to 84 degrees. 

It is still unclear what actually 
occurred in the Dufton Road home that 
day, but Ms. Bernard indicated she 
gave birth to the baby in the home, 
according the assistant district attor- 
ney’s office 

In a court affidavit Ms. Bernard stat 
ed, “I have no memory of the facts and 
circumstances surrounding the birth. I 
managed to block out any awareness of 
my pregnancy.” 

Another source said the baby is now 
in the custody of Ms. Bernard’s older 
sister, who is planning to adopt the 
baby, but the district attorneys office 
could not confirm that. Ms. Bernard 
could not be reached because the 
Bernards’ telephone number is unlist-
